PiTTBJiUJta, Pa., July 7. — The operat- 
ors still aeeert that mora men are work- 
ing than have laitl down their picks. It 
is positively claimed that, notwithstand- 
ing the statement that all the men were 
out at the mines of the Pittsburg A Chi- 
cago company, 28 cars, or 675 tons, were 
loaded at the mines yesterday and 26 
cars to-day. li this is trne, the company 
mast have nearly a full complement o{ 
men, as one miner is supposed to dig 
about four tons of coal per day, Nolan's 
stiitement that the Beadling mines were 
id 1 was also pronounce<l u n 1 1 u o by t b u 
oHjciala of the BeadllDj; cuiiipitnj', wlio 
siiid the mines were running as usual. 

CoLU.Miius, Ohio, July 7. — President 
Ratliford said to-day: "There ia 
longer any doubt tliat the ultimate vic- 
tory oi the miners is asBiired." Mr. 
Kaihford said he would not give figures 
to-day but the reports were more favor- 
able. 

"The Cincinnati Central Labor Coun- 
cil have taken up the matter of relief 
and submitted their propoaitioa to the 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor, recommending that ' the entire 
mombershi]) of thai organization be 
assessed ten cents per . man per week, 
w hich wilt amount to (00,000. To carry 
out this movement and insure its suc- 
cess the presidents of various national 
or^nizatloDB .will' in a few days meet 
in conference to deal with this and 
other phases of the subject. - 

" Indications also ])oint to t!ie fact 
that the railroad employees are taking a 
deep interest in the mininn troubles, 
which interest may lead to their refusal 
to handle non-union coal during the 
preeent disturbances. Tbe sbipment of 
coiil from the West Virginia fields to the 
Lake market has never exceeded C per 
cent, of the whole stock in any one 
season. We recognize, however, that it 
is a diflicult matter to displace coal to 
which consumers become accustomed. 

" The remedy for this evil, if it be an 
evil, lies in the hands of some of those 
who complain most bitterlyC It is a 
deplorable spectacle to witness coal 
from West Virginia finding its way to 
tbe lake front over the coal roads of 
Ohio, while the mining properties on 
such roads have been standing in idle- 
ness, and the manugere both of the 
mines and roads are giving a rate to 
West N'irgiiiia g!iij)pera which enables 
them to enter the market at a leaa price 
than themselves. 

" Months ago we served timely warn- 
ing upon the I'ittsburg district that 
West Virginia coal would enter the 
markets in greater quantiliea this sea- 
son than at any time previous unless 
they ceased to light."

Ottawa, July 7.— A meeting of the 
cibinetwaa held thia afternoon, when 
considerable routiiae business was dis- 
posed of, including tbe adoption of the 
new customs regulatioua governing tho 
working of the reciprocal clause as it 
applies to Great Britain and New South 
Wales. 

Sir Sandford Fleming advocates, in 
connection with the fast Atlantic ser- 
vice to Quebec, the adoption of the 
southern route around Newfoundland 
instead of the Straits of Belle Isle, with 
a port of cull at Sydney to serve the 
Maritime Provinces and Newfoundland.

WHAT FOR? 



OPENING OF TilJi STltlKK, 

West Virginia Slow in Responding and 
Extra Slilpnients Deing Made 
From There. 

Pn rsiiuuii, July G. — The strike ordered 
by the national executive board of Mine 
Workers of America was obeyed by 10,- 

000 of the 21,000 miners in the Pittsburg 
district to-dav. Pittsburg is the pivotal 
point in the five states engaged in the 
contest, and tbe success of the local 
organizations in their efforts to secure a 
general suspension in this district will 
have an important bearing on the out- 
come of the movement. While it is ex- 
pected that two-thirds of the miners 
liave thrown down their picks, enough 
men are still at work, liowever, to seri- 
ously impair their chances unless they 
can ultimately be brought out, This 
President Uolan confidently chiima can 
be done. The operutora, on the other 
h:tnd, are in no wise dieconoerted and 
assert that the strike cannot succeed. 
According to estimates of tbe miners' 
olliciala, sixty-two railroad mines are 
idle and twenty-six are still in opera- 
tion. 

Specials from Monongahela say that 
6,000 out of the 8,000 miners are on 
strike. In West Virginia the miners 
have been slow in responding to tbe 
strike, A dispatch says that a general 
strike in the state is not possible. Tlie 
men are not organized, and regard the 
strike olsewhero us favorable to their 
chances of securing i)lenty of work at 
;ood ])rices while it is pending. A lartie 
number of e.xtra coal cars were sent into 
the Fairmount, W. Xn,, district by tlie 
railroad comjjanv to-day. The operators 
there Imve iiotilied the railway people 
that they can furnish 1,000 carloails of 
ceal a day, and shipments are expected 
to begin soon. 

J3iii.bAiHE, 0., July 0, — To-diiy is 
really the first day of the big coal miners' 
strike in this diatrict, although a large 
number of men came out yesterday.

It Came From Old Cariboo and Dazzles 
Even tbe American lUetropoliB. 

New Yoke, July 7.— The agents of the 

Bank of Montreal in this city to-day re- 
ceived by express a gold brick weighing 
4,150 ounces, valued at !f72,000, The 
brick will be sent to the assayer's oflice 
lor reduction. It comes from the mines 
of the Cariboo Hydraulic Mining Com- 
pany at Quesnelle Forks, B.C., and' is 
the largest piece of yellow metal seen in 
this city for man\' a day.

Costa Rica claims it vv;ts 
part of her territory when she belonged 
to Spain and the United States of Colom- 
bia asserts that it is hera. So far it has 
a meagre population. There is one city 
there, Locas del Toro, but the soil is not 
rich. TLiere are mines, however, with 
great possiDihties. Senor Guardi will 
sail for Costa Kica shortly.

San Francisco, July (i.— Miss Lily 
West was severely beaten by Japa at 
Honolulu on June last. In company 
with her brother Fred, she was walkiug 
through one of the atroeta of Honolulu. 
They came upon a party of Japanese 
marines from the Naniwii. Tiie men 
did not oilor to allow iMifs West and tmr 
brother to pass, -Aliss >\'eat attempted 
to work her way through the crowd. 
Her brother jostled one of the men, and 
two of the .laps act on liini. llo tielil 
his own until the otiiera aided tlieir lel- 
lows in the combiit. Then Misa West 
came to her brother's rescue and was 
knocked down and so badly beaten that 
she was confined to her. bed. The Japs 
were arrested, but were released on their 
own reeognizance on the request of the 
Japanese consul. The aflair has greatly 
excited the islanders.

Continuing, he 
rsaid he wisho'd he could convey the 
surplus population of the conyeateti dis- 
tricts in Eniihind to Canada, where there 
is ample room for them r.nil abundant 
Tcsources to employ tluMC. In tliia con- 
nection he referred to the new railway 
■over the llecky Jlouataina to Britiah 
Columbia. . 

Mr. H. 0. Iteid, the Premier ef New 
■South Waleo, said he trusted that in the 
near future the Auatralian coloniea 
would be fe<lerated aud would oveu eur- 
pass Canada in advantageous tariff 
terms. This latter statement was re- 
ceived vrith great enthusiasm.

COLONIAL LORDS.

London. July 7.— The Manchester 
Guardian to-day says that the Duke 
of Devonehire'a recent hint that 
striking ])roposala are about to be 
launched by the Secretary of Str.te 
for the Colonies, refers to a scheme 
for representation of tho coloniea in 
ihe ilouao of Lords. Tliia scheme the 
Guardian adds, has already been ap- 
proved at the conferences held between 
Mr. Chamberlain and the colonial pre- 
miers. 

By special desire of the Queen, all tho 
colonial premiers, including Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Premier of Canada, visited 
Windeor Castle to-day for the purpose of 
presenting Her Majesty with the Jubi- 
lee addresses from their respective col- 
onies. Subsequently the premiers were 
sworn in as privy councillors.

travellers. 

Frc-'-U llonolnlu to Borneo the Phil.i- 
delphiana will be accompanied by Jamie 
Wilder, one of the woll-known steamship 
operators of the Hawaiian islands. Mr. 
Wilder accompanied Dr. Furneaa and 
Dr. Miller in an unaucceaeful attempt 
last year to cross the Island of Borneo 
They reached quite a distance into the 
interior, but were driven back by the 
hostile, man-eating natives. 

The party will be accompanied by a 
number of natives, who will carry their 
canoes and aiipiilie.H. While they will be 
well armed with the best pattern of 
American ridea, they will not court an 
encounter with the nativea, who are 
tirely unused to the white man, and 
capable on the least iirovocation of dee 
of violence and i)hin(ler. Tho Americana 
will also take their bicycles, and \ 
visit Java, Celebes and other islands in 
the Netherlaude groups.

WEST KOOTENAY. 

The West Kootenay Power and Light 
Company, which received a charter from 
the legislative assembly at the last ses- 
sion to supply power, light and heathy 
compressed air and electricity to the 
towns, mines, smelters, railways and 
tramways in West Kootenay, within iv 
radius of lifty miles from the city of 
HoBsland, has started operations on a 
gigantic scale. As a commencement, 
says the Nelson Miner, a contract has 
been let for the excavation of 20,000' 
cubic yards of rock at Middle Falls, on 
the Kootenay river, eighteen miles from 
Robson, where the company will build 
an electric plant that will have a cap- 
acity of 10,000 horse power. Another 
contract has been let to the Canada 
Electric Company for machinery cap- 
able ot producing 3,000 horse power, and 
arrangement will be made to-day for the 
purchase of the power wheels by which 
the plant will be operated. 

The promoter and principal share- 
holder in the company is Sir Charles 
]toB9. He arrived in Nelson on the 2nd 
inst. and will remain there until all pre- 
liminary arrangements for the establish- 
ment of the plant are comploied. Wldle 
the buildings are being constructed and 
the machinery is being ])laced in position 
a large force of men will be employed 
stringing wires from Middle Fails to 
Rossland. 

At present the main reason for build- 
ing this line is to economically supply 
the Centre Star mine at Rossland, in 
which Sir Charles is heavily interested, 
with power and light. But as soon as 
the line is ready for use it is the inten- 
tion of the company to make contracts 
to supply power and light to other mining 
companies in the Trail Creek district. 
As the mining and industrial industries 
of Kootenay develop the West Kootenay 
"ower and Light Company will increase 
their plant, Sir Charles Ross maintains 
that his conipanv w-ill reduce the cost; of 
to gold. The first shipment to the Hall fining in Southern Kootenay 50 per

OUR CLAIMS ON THE DOMINION. 

The Toronto Globe connedea thnt the 
whole of the Crow's Nuat Pass railway 
onght not to be charged to British Co- 
lumbia, because tho reduction of rates 
provided for in the bargain will be of ad- 
vantage to theother provinces. In view of 
the fact that of the 330 miles of this rail- 
way 125 are not in British Golumbia at 
all, and of the additional fact that one of 
the main objects of confitrueting the line 
is to give the merchants of the Eastern 
I'ties better facilities for reaching jtheir 
possible customers in the mining dis- 
tricts of Southern British Columbia,' it 
oazht not to tax the ingenuity of the 
Globe very much to discover other 
xeaaons, than the one it assigns, why the 
■whole of the $4,000,000 or so of subsidy 
referred to ought not to be taken into 
account when considering the claims of 
this province to federal aid in the con- 
Btrujtion of necessary railways. 

In the discussion of this subject there 
is a tendency on the part of some people 
t > meet oar claims by drawing attention 
to the cost of the Canadian Pacific in this 
province. Ttiis is no answer. The con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacific was a 
part of the terms of confederation, bo far 
as British Columbia was concerned, just 
as the construction of the Intercolonial 
railway was a partof the terms of con- 
federation 80 far as New Branswick and 
Nova Scotia were concerned . The Inter- 
colonial railway had coat the Dominion 
up to June 30 of last year $55,207,014.03; 
yet we never heard this fact dwelt 
upon when aid was asked for railways in 
Now Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Quebec. 
We think it ia high time that an endwas 
made to the practice of quoting the cost 
uf the Canadian Pacific against this 
Province, and hereafter the Colonist 
proposes to disregard it entirely in 
;)iesenting claims of tliis character. 
There ia no need in making up a debtor 
and creditor acconnt with the Dominion 
to offset one dollar of the millions, which 
British Columbia has paid into the fed- 
eial revenue in excess of federal expen- 
diture here, by any of the cost of the 
transcontinental road, without which, 
indeed, there would have been no con- 
federation worthy of the mime. 

Having thus disposed of the objection 
based upon the cost of the Canadian Pa- 
cilie, it becomes important to consider 
•what the two maritime provinces above 
named, for wliich tlie Intercolonial was 
boilt, liave received from the Dominion 
in tliu way of aid to railway construc- 
tion. Without giving tho details, and 
premising that some of the grants pro- 
vided for have lapsed, it appears that 
tho federal government has at one time 
and other since the year 1882, undertak- 
en to pay to aid railway construction in 
t!ie two provinces alone nearly :(;15,000,- 
001). We do not say that the whole of 
tliia enormous sum has been actually 
])aid out by the Dominion, but this 
amount has been voted, and, though in 
a few cases the lines provided for have 
been by one subaidy have been built 
■under another, substantially, the Do- 
minion has paid, or stands committed to 
pay, this vast amount to secure 
railway construction in tho provinces 
of Xew Brunswick and Nova Scotia, 
lor although some claims have lapsed, 
the Dominion is pledg^ed to them in 
principle, and may at any day be 
called on to make them good. 
During tlie sanio period tlie grants in 
aiil of railways in liritish Columbia 
have amounted to .'i;l,211,3(i0, all of 
which has not been drawn. In this 
connection it Ib important to note that 
■while , the two Provinces in question 
have paid little if anything into ,the 
Dominion treaBury in .excBM ot federal 
expuuditttrei within their borders and 
tlifirdne'prarafa Bharei of the cost of 



governing the Dominion, Britlsli Colum- 
bia has fully $10,000,000 etanding' to its 
credit on this score. 

Surely in view of the considerntions 
above set out it seems somewhat re- 
inarkable>.that the'cry to the effect that 
expenditurea on railways mnat cease" 
comes with a bad grace from tho East at 
this particular time wLon British Co!* 
umbia is piesaing for just recognition. 
When this Province hi\a received b.ack 
something in exchange for the excessive 
tribute tbnt it has paid, it will be time 
enough for the apostles of economy to 
set up a cry against its claims. But we 
say that, alter the East has got all it can 
possibly ask, after more than forty 
millions have been paid out to aid the 
East in getting railway communication, 
ov^r andjabovd what baa been spent on 
the Intercolonial and the Canadian 
Pacific, after the good laifch of the 
Dominion has been pledged to tena of 
millions more for the same purpose, 
and after ^S0,S81,131: have been spent 
in the construction and enlivrgement of 
canals, principally in Ontario, not 
including the additional millions 
voted at the aeaslon jaab closed, it comes 
with a very poor grace from any one to 
say to British Cohmibia that nothing 
more can bo done to develop the re- 
sources of this Province because the 
hour for retrenciiment has struck. We 
do not despair of obtaining justice for 
we have faith in the righteousness of 
our cause ; we believe it l3 not without 
sympathy from some members at least 
of the Federal cabinet ; and we know 
that justice to British Columbia in this 
regard will enure ten-fold to the benefit 
of the Dominion at large. Therefore we 
urge our people to agitate for the rights 
of the Province, and not to ceaae until 
they have been aabBtantlally recognized. 



BRITAIN IN AFRICA. 



The British conquest of India was only 
a stepping stone to the conquest , of 
Africa. Great as has been the commer- 
cial advantage and the prestige which 
Great Britain baa derived from her In- 
dian posseseiona, they are not so great 
as will follow from the opening of .-Vfrica, 
which will inevitably be accomplished 
for the moat part under British aaapicea. 
To maintain order in the vast portiona 
of the DarkCoutinent,lately made avail- 
able to the influences of civilization, is a 
task of no small magnitude and calls for 
training ol a peculiar kind and men of 
special qualifications. By its ex- 
perience in India the British race 
has learned how to govern all sorts 
of peoplea, and in some of the Indian 
tribes, notably th^ Sikhs and Goorkbas, 
is to be found the best poaaible element 
out of which to make a force that will be 
adeiiuate for police purposes in time of 
peace, and unaurp:i3sed for offence and 
defence in time of war. Other clasEeaof 
the Indian population make excellent 
colonists, either to pursue trade or agri- 
culture. Thoueandsof such are finding 
their way every year into East Africa, 
which eeems well adapted for them 
climatically. In the occupation of 
Africa the greatest difficulty which Eur- 
opean nations have had to confront is 
the climate. If European coloaiata could 
live in the interior, the work of 
opening the continent to civilization and 
commerce would be comparatively easy. 
But except in a few places on the coast, 
that ia excluaivo of South Africa, the 
climate is such that the white races can 
not stand it. Hence Africa must de 
pehd upoB the people of tropical lands 
for its elevation in the scale of human 
progress. 

Hitherto Arabia has famished the 

men who, first with commerceand after- 
wards in a military way, have become 
supreme over tens of millions of people, 
occupying millions of B(mare miles of 
territory. But the Arab is a terrible 
taskmaster wherever he goes. lie ia no 
respecter of life or liberty. Slavery is 
his ideal pursuit, and indiacriminate 
slaughter his chief meanaof accomoiish- 
his ends. Tliere is no means of es- 
timating the nuraber of lives that have 
been sacriticed in Africa through 
Arab greed and cruelty. To the influ- 
ence of the Arab, more than toany other 
cause, Africa has remained so long a 
sealed book to the European. Naturally 
the majority ot the native African races 
are kindly disposed towards foreigners. 
While posseaaint; not much of the cre- 
ative force that renders material pro- 
gre.~B possible, they show a great faculty 
of adapting themaelves to new coudi- 
tions, as is shown in a marked manner 
by the way in which the first generation 
in descent from slaves, imported to Am- 
erica from Africa, adopt the oustoms 
and even the ideas of Caucasian civiliza- 
tion. 

At present the Rreat representative of 
Arab power ia the Khalifa, who suc- 
ceeded the protended Mahdi as ruler 
over the Dervishes of the Soudan. While 
he ia able to maintain a central govern- 
ment at Omdurman, tho power ot the 
Arabs in tho other portiona of interior 
Africa cannot be broken. Ilenco the 
importance, in a larger sense than con- 
cerna the safety of the Egyptian frontier, 
of General Kichener's Nile expedition. 
If the result of his operatioiiB is as sat- 
isfactory aa the beginning has bean, 
Arab intlnence, not only in tho Soudan, 
but everywhere throughout tho contin- 
ent, will be broken and it will be ren- 
dered much moro easy for EuroiH'ans to 
traverse the interior with safety, and the 
channels of commerce will be free from 
interruption. In tbe overthrow of the 
Khalifa it ia probable tbat Indian troops 
will be called upon to. play an important 



part, and it is bo hoped that they Avill, 
because the moral ellect upon the Afri- 
can races would be very great. 

For the reasons above.; given,' ;and for 
otliera which on conside'ratibn- v^ll bug- 
geab themBolvea to the reader,' it appeara 
to lea partof^ the economy of human 
progresB that from India, under British 
direction, shall be .drawn the material 
whereby Africa shall be enliehtenedand 
brought under the scope of those agen- 
cies of civilization and progress wliich 
are everywhere promoting the better- 
ment of mankind. 

JOCKEYS IN DIPLOMACY, 

The United States plan of branding 
the Pribyloir seals, so aa to render their 
fur valueless, and to pen the bachelor 
seals in a bay, ia doubtless within tho 
rights of tlio Washington government; 
but it is rather n small pieceof bagiDesB. 
Presumably that government went be- 
fore the Paria arbitrators in good faith, 
prepared to accept any award made 
against it. Events rebut this presump- 
tion very strongly. First there was hig- 
gling over the damages to be paid Can- 
adian sealers ; then there wore scores of 
attempts to get over the provisions re- 
garding pelagic sealing ; then there was 
an eD'ort to reopen the whole subject, 
and hist of all wo have Professor Jordan's 
scheme to ruin the business, For a 
nation, which glorifies itself upon the 
fact that it was tho pioneer ot arbitra- 
tion, this is a very bad showing. A bar- 
gain ought to be a bargain between na- 
tions us much as between individuals. 

The utility of Professor Jordan's plan 
ia open to question. It may be possible 
to treat tlio seals as though they were so 
many calves, but it is also on the cards 
that this proposed interference with 
their habits may drive them away from 
their rookeries altogether, If this should 
prove to be the case and the seals should 
migrate to some of the Siberian islands, 
we fancy thnt the people who are 
prompting the United Stales government 
to the exquisite aiiiallness of ita present 
policy would sing a very different tune. 

Prefuniably there is nothing that the 
Britisli government can do in the ])re- 
miaes. Any country may do what it 
likea with animal life within ita borders. 
It is, however, beyond a doubt that the 
horse-jockey policy of our neighbors will 
not enhance the esteem in which United 
States diplomacy is held by other 
nations.

Jameson, en route to their home in the 
new city of Trail. Mrs. Jameson had 
until a few hours before the sailing of 
the steamer been Miss Cecelia Cameron, 
daughter of Mr. and Mra. M. Cameron, 
of Cadbora Bay road. The early morn- 
ing marriage was solemnized by Hev. 
Father Nicolaye at St. Andrew's (R.C.) 
cathedral. 

Ald. HAKnisoN speaking aa a member 
of the streets committee said yesterday 
in regard to the dangeroua croasing on 
Menzies street complained of in the 
CoLONi.sT, that it waa the duty of tlie 
tramway company to keep in repair the 
crossings between the rails on the etreeta. 
He had directed the attention of the 
tramway people to the crossing in quea- 
lion yesterday morning and they prom- 
ised to have the matter attended to at 
once.

Among the aflidavits on 
file in the oflico of the prosecuting at- 
tornej' is one from Miss Lena Fountain, 
formerly of Victoria, but now of Seattle, 
-who states in substance that between 
December, 189(5, and March. 1897, she 
lived in Victoria at the Hotel IBrunawick, 
and that daring that time Mrs. Norring- 
ton also lived there. She avera that 
Mra. Norrington's conduct waa so pecu- 
liar that coiuplaiiit against her waa 
lodged with the proprietor of the hotel, 
and that the common impression of 
Mrs. Norrington T/as that she was a 
chronic drunk, She also allegea that 
Mra, Norrington livud with a fiaherman 
in a shack on the waterfront at Victoria. 

It was a group of the old pioneers 
that gathered around the open grave at 
lioBS Bay cemetery yesterday afternoon, 
to pay their last respects to the memory 
of the late Amor do Cosmos. Aliliough 
to all interna the deceased had been 
dead to the world for some years, that 
he was not altogether forgotten was 
borne out by the floral offerings, which 
covered the coffin. Still the few who 
formed the cortege was a sad commen- 
tary on the evanescence of public grati- 
tude, and led one honorable pioneer who 
waa preaent to remark, " And this 
fame! How quickly people forget the 
services rendered to the state!" But 
that the memory of Amor do Cosmos 
will find an enduring fjlace in the an- 
nals of the proviiict! goes without say- 
ing. Tlie sorvi(!es were conducted by 
Ktiv. Canon Beanlands, both at the 
catliedral and at the grave, the follow- 
ing well known citizens actioK aa pall- 
bearers: Mavor Redfern, H. D. llelmc- 
Icen.Q.C.M'.P.P., William Wilson, R.

Fhoji figures obtained from the man 
uscriptof the Williams' provincial direc 
tory, the whole white population of the 
Mainland of British Columbia reaches 
the very respectable figure of 73,850, or 
a doubling of the population inside of 
four years. The population of Vancou- 
ver and adjacent islands foots up a total 
of 38,500 according to the same figures, 
luaking a total of 117,350, without tak 
ing in the Indians, who according to 
the last census returns numbered some 
25,000. 

Tkn.sis pants at Reid's. : 

The report that Captain Black's party 
waa in danger of running abort of pro- 
visions appeara to have been atarted by 
one of hia men, who came out to the 
coast from Omineca, and who was under 
a misapprehension as to route and 
method of forwarding supplies. The 
arrangements for sending in additional 
goods was changed after Gaptain Black 
had started for the interior, but the 
matter is in the bands of a thoroughly 
reliable forwarding firm and there can 
be no question as to the necessaries 
reaching Captain Black in good time. 

WAt.TKR Hauris, who has apent the 
past month or more prospecting in the 
South Saanicb district, returned to his 
home in this city yeaterday, burdened 
down with apecimens which will be at 
once submitted to an aasayer. Harris is 
of opinion that Saanich and Sooke dia- 
districts are sufficiently rich in low grade 
ores to well repay serious attention on 
the part of mining men, and if hia sam- 
ples verify his good opinion of the rock 
from which they have been secured, he 
will at once endeavor to interest capital 
in the development of the properties. 

TiiE Alaskan Miner in a recent issue 
gave to the world the interesting infor- 
mation that " As we go to press we 
notice that the volcano on Douglas 
island, opposite Juneau, is in a state of 
eruption. The event ia causing conaider- 
able excitement, and the entire town is 
watching with intereat the denao clouds 
of steam emitted from the crater. This 
mountain has no name, but it is one of 
the highest peaks on Douglas island, 
and is a little to the north of the Tread- 
well mines. If the eruption continues 
for any length of time we shall have an 
attraction here hard to beat." But the 
eruption didn't continue ! As a matter 
of fact the " dense clouds of smoke emit- 
ted from the crater " ceased just as soon 
aa the camping party who had been pros- 
pecting the mountain got through cook- 
ing their bacon and beans. 

An UiVusuAL case of suicide waa re- 
ported yesterday from San Juan Island, 
the homicide being an Indian known as 
Cultua Johnnie, and hia method of de- 
struction being the opening of one of 
the veins of hia wrist, allowing him 
slowly to bleed to death. It was at 
first reported that Saanich reservation 
waa tlie scene of the tragedy, but in- 
vestigation proved tliis to bo a mistake. 
Johnnie had been in ill health for sever- 
al years past, and consecniently despond- 
ent. It ia in fact, the opinion of those 
wh(j knew him best that hia infirmities 
were so numerous and severe that hia 
mind as well aa his body was unhinged, 
and that be waa scarcely reaponaible for 
hia actions when he ended hia miserable 
existence. The suicide waa well known 
in Victoria, being teen here as often :iy 
once every three montlia at least, during 
years past. 

A U.NION HALLWAY. 

Formal Inauguration of a Splendid Service 
Between Toronto and BufTalo. 

Buffalo, July 7.— The BufTalo and 
Toronto line, which has been in operation 
since May 1, had ita real dedication to- 
day in an excursion over the line given 
by the three roads whose tracks are uaid 
by the service and who combined for its 
equipment. The Toronto and Biifl'alo 
line is a combination of the Micliigan 
Central, whose tracks are used between 
Bufliilo and Welland ; the Toronto, Ham- 
ilton and Kullalo, whose tracks are used 
betsvcen Welland a!id Hamilton, and tl o 
C.t'.K., whose tracks are used between 
Hamilton and Toronto. Over th:a route 
has been established a through train ser- 
vice of three express trains each way 
daily.

Local sealing men are not inclined to 
think that Dr. David Starr Jordan's 
plau of branding the female and penning 
the young batchelor seals on the islands, 
will prove such a success in killing off 
the pelagic sealing industry as the 
doctor fondly anticipates. They recog 
nize fully that Dr. Jordan's scheme is 
simply aimed at the ruination of British 
Columbia's sealing industry, under the 
guise of the preservation of the seal, and 
Captain J. G. Cox said yesterday that 
the very idea of the Americans endeav- 
oring to ruin pelagic sealing in the man- 
ner proposed, showed an utter disregard 
for the international aereement between 
Great Britain and the United States aa 
to the regulations for the preservation of 
seal life. 

"Of course," the Oaptain added, 
" the United States have a right, strictly 
apeakiiig, todowhat they like with the 
seal on their islands, but it is no less an 
evasion of the spirit of the agreement 
between the two countries." 

Oaptain Cox does not believe, how- 
ever, that the plan will work, or that 
the seals can be penned up in a harbor 
for a mouth aa Dr. Jordan intends they 
ahall. In this opinion Captain Cox ia 
borne out by Captain William Grant, 
who is quite sure the penning arrange- 
ment will be found altogether unwork- 
able. 

Mr. Eichard Hall, another sealing 
man spoken to yesterday, had the same 
idea as the others on the subject and, 
furthermore, remarked that 15 Dr. Jor- 
dan begins branding and pen- 
ning wholesale, the seals will soon 
leave the islands altogether. The 
seal is a wild animal and a knowing one 
at that, and if the men of science try the 
experiment of branding and penning 
wholesale, why it means that the seals 
when they do get away will not return 
to the islands the next year. Conse- 
quently Uncle Sam in iiis sharp attempt 
to secure a monopoly of the seal indus- 
try will so to speak kill the goose that 
lays the golden egg. 

In this connection Captain Cox men- 
tions tlie fact of branded seals having 
been found on the Japanese coast aa 
showing that the animals would promptly 
go somewhere else rather than Behring 
Sea il they are too much interfered with. 

All the sealing men spoken to are of 
the firm opinion that Great Britain will 
not allow Mr. Foster to talk her into 
any more restrictive measures or make 
any more treaties on the seal question 
without getting the views of the Can- 
adian sealers on the matter. The sharp 
practice the Americans are showing will, 
the sealers feel, not be relished by the 
British government, and will not in- 
duce them to send out a patrol at Brit- 
ain's expense and agree to any more 
regulations that will enable Uncle Sam to 
get all the lienefit from the seals at the 
expense of the rest of the world. 

CHALLENGED TO BATTLE. 

Indians at Nootka Invite the Kitkatlas to 
Warfare— Ttie Trouble Amicably 
Adjusted. 

Up at Nootka on Friday night last 
there came very near being a triijal w ar 
as bloody as Van('oiiver island iiaa n-uii 
since early days. A liiiht bad aljout been 
Icclaretl hy Ghifl Mai:i^uinna, th;ilioiirv 
lieaded old leaderof the pouerliil Nootka 
trilje, and only for the timely interces- 
sion of Indiiin Af^cnt Guillod, forty sea 
otter luinterH of the Kitkalla tribe would 
1 Av ; possibly met a cruel fate. 

The trouble arose over tlie Ivitkatia 
coming down from the Skeena to kill 
sea, otter off the reservation at Nootka. 
Tbere has been a long standing agree- 
ment between the two tribes, it iasaid, 
somewhat justifying the northern In- 
dians in their present position, and by 
this they were to give in return for the 
privilege accordtd them, one akin in 
every certain numlier obtaintd. 

Rightly or not, Cliief I\lac(niinna dis- 
regarded this alleged intertribal regu- 
lation, and when llie Kitkatlas arrived 
oilhis territory in six big canoes last 
week he issued orders for them to clear 
out, with the threat tliat if they delayed 
he would wage war against them. The 
visitors accepted the challenge, and 
were discussing the subject when In- 
dian Ageut Guillod arrived at Nootka on 
the Tees. He soon found bis way to the 
wa-wa going on. The trouble was left 
in his %iandB for settlement, and after 
hearing both sides of the etory he de; 
cided in favor of the Nootkaa. 

The decision did not satiafy the Ivit- 
hatlaa and they were in a etate of great 
exrutement when the Teca left Noulka. 
They threatened coming down to Vic- 
toria to lay their grievances before the 
superintendent of Indian affairs, Mr. A. 
W. Vowell.

'The Board Will I^sue Paiiiplilets 
Telling People How to Pre- 
vent Tubereulosis. 



Simple Precautious Will Easily 
Miuimize the Kavaffes of This 
Dreadfal Disease. 



TJie Provincial Board of Health closed 
their sittinRB yesterday evening by a 
very interesting discussion on tubereulo- 
818 in which the principal point bought 
out was the necessity of showing the 
people generally how easy it was by 
taking a few simple precautions to do 
away with that droad clieoase consump- 
tion to a very great extent. ' 

Tnberculoaia, Dr. Davie said was one 
of the moat important subjects that could 
engage the attention of the board. One 
of the chief means of minimizlne 
tbia disease was educating the people 
by giving them such simple facts tliat 
Ihoy could learn the importance of the 
subject. This would be the greatest 
step towards stepping the ravages of this 
disease. At present tliere was a wide- 
spread and erreueons idea that con- 
Bumption was hereditary. The public 
had to be taught that such was not the 
case, but that consumption was trans- 
mitted just as BQiallpox or other in- 
fectious diseases. Sanitarians computed 
that at least half tlio human race were 
infected bytuberculosistoagreateror less 
extent and it was a fact that one-seventh 
of the human race died of this disease. 
It was also a fact that one-third of the 
Jiuman death rate was preventable and 
one-half of that preventable death rate 
was c.insed by tuberculosis. The annual 
cost of this disease in the United States 
was five hundred million dollars. Dr. 
Davie also pointed out the very 
large amount of infant mortality 
caused by milk from cows infected 
with tuberculosis. While epidemics 
of cholera or smallpox occurred 
occasionally, tuberculosis was always 
doing its deadly work every- 
where. The great fact that the people 
ought to know is that tuberculosis is 
preventable. Whereas in dealing with 
it curative measures are but slight, 
effectual preventive measures are com- 
paratively simple. From the knowledge 
of Dr. Koch's discovery that tuberculosis 
was caused by tubercle bacillus, and 
with the knowledge of how this bacillus 
will thrive or the conditions that will 
kill it, it was a simple matter to 
lind how it could be controlled. 
The disease was communicated to 
liuman beings by other human beingj, 
chiefly from the sputa or expectoratious, 
which might he disseminated in many 
ways, such as spitting on floors, from 
mixing handkerchiefs used by consump- 
tives in the wash with other people's 
clothing, or in many other ways, for the 
pputa of consumptives coutained thou- 
b^nd of bacilli, which, being dissemina- 
ted i are inhaled by other people and so 
epread the disease. The remedy for this 
was a matter of detail, which ttie board 
would take up. Dr. Davie went on to 
show how milk from cows infected with 
tuberculosis, or the meat from in- 
fected animals, spread the disease. The 
Board of Mealth of the state of Now 
York, which had been one of the first 
bodies to take the matter of prevention 
up had, at tlie request of the provincial 
board, sent a number of pamphlets on 
the subject which bo had there and he 
also had the findings of the Royal 
OommiasioDB on the effect of food de- 
rived from tuberculous cattle on human 
health. The board he believed could 
get np a pamphlet which would in 
simple language let the public have the 
facts upon the subject. 

The sectetary, Dr. Geo. II. Duncm, 
rend a short pamphlet issued by the 
New York l)oard, setting out the inetli- 
0(l3 adopted there to prevent the epread 
of tubt'rculosia. In the main tlie idea 
was to distribute to any househokis 
where there were consumptives, simple 
directions for disposing of the sputa of 
ciiiiEumptives, and so preventing its dis- 
lemination. 

Dc. Lefevre commended the pamphlet 
as very practical and simple, and be was 
very much in favor of having the same 
facta published and distributed. Al- 
though the disease might not be trans- 
mitted from parent to child, yet the 
tendency of susceptibility might be 
transmitted. It, was a pity that con- 
Huiuptives could not be prevented from 
marrying, but of course this could not 
bo prevented. Tlie people, hovrever. 
might be instructed as to the danger of 
consumiitivea marrying. 

Dr. Davie, of Nanaimo, remarked that 
rhougb t)io marrying could not be pro- 
Vi'iited, tlio people might be instructed 
as to the danger of such marriages. 

Dr, Walker believed that the vast 
majority of people were already awuru 
of inis danger. 

Dr. Lsfevre moved that the secretary 
and president get up a pamphlet on the 
Jinesof the one read. 

Tile I'reeident remarked that this could 
i)o done and the draft submitted to llie 
iiiemliers lor their opinions. 

In regard to Dr, l.Hfevre'a remarks on 
the tendency to contract the disease, Dr, 
Davie said that no doubt everyone had 
inhaled these bacilli, but some people 
did not have tissues that were vulner- 
able to the bacillus, whereas others who 
perhaps inherited the tendency or suh- 
ceptibility of tissue would contract tlie 
disease. As to the marriage of con- 
sumptives he was afraid it was a subject 
that had to be left to the good eenfle of 
the world at large. 

The inspection of dairy and beef herds 
in British Uulumbia waa, the President 
lemarkeil, very well curried out, but the 
public should bi' inatriictod that before 
purchaaiug milk from a dairyman they 
Hlionld demand to hco hie certificate from 
the insjiector that hia cows werehealtlij'. 
lie was sure that the public had only to 
be educated on the subject, and it might 
bo depended upon that they would look 
out and get their milk from uninfected 
cattle. 

Dr. Duncan, the secretary, called at- 
tention to the fact that whereas ttie 
whites might be educated unon this, the 
greatest trouble would boto'get the Chi- 
iiiiQ educated on it. 

In reference to the Indians, Dr. Davie 
l'(-|iev.il that when the Indians knew 
that consumption could be prevented, 
tliey would have aeiiso enougli to 
tl)emeelves take precautions. At pro- 
pent, however, the very conditions undtr 



which the Indians lived were most favor- 
able to their contracting consumption. 

Dr. Lefevre's motion was carried and 
the meeting soon after adjourned. 

The board yesterday by invitation of 
Dr, Watt visited the Dominion quaran- 
tine station. 



MR. EARLE HOME. 

He Is Back Again From His Parliamentary 
Unties At the Capital. 

i\Ir. Thos. Earle, M. P., returned yes- 
tertlay evening from his parliaiueiitury 
duties at Ottawa. In chatting over the 
events of the past session he remarked 
that there was no doubt that Hon. Mr. 
Blair, Minister of Railways, had been 
quite prepared to assist the building of 
the Penticton road to open up -the 
Boundary Creek country, until Dr. 
Milne and the others who were work- 
ing against Mr. Heinze blocked 
the whole thing. The details 
of this opposition are already 
known well here, and do not need to be 
gone over. 

In reference to theDrummond County 
railway arrancemeut, Mr. lOarle, from 
hia own personal observation in the 
Kast. felt sure that the action of the 
beiinte in throwing out the bill, met with 
the general approval of the greater por- 
tion of the people of the country, and ho 
did not think that Mr. Tarte'a threats to 
get after the Senate would bo carried out. 

There was every likelihood of Sir Oliv- 
er Mowat being the next lieutenant-gov- 
ernor of Ontario, for though his mental 
powers were as bright as eVer, the old 
statesman's age waa telling upon him 
and the cares of ofKce were getting very 
onerous for a man of his years. In the 
event of any local man getting the lieut- 
enant-governorship of British Columbia, 
Mr, Earle looked Upon Senator Mclnncs 
as the only probable successful aspirant 
to the position.

In talking about 
the fate of the Oasey bicycle baggage bill 
the senator said that while he had sup- 
ported the measure he had hardly ex- 
pected the bill to bacomo law. 

" For," he remarked, it required a 
very great stretch of the imagination to 
bring bicycles under the denomination 
of baggage. But as the privilege had 
been granted by many American roads 
it looked like simple justice to allow the 
C.inadian wheelmen equal rights. As it 
is at present a cyclist can board the cars 
at Chicago with his wheel and ride right 
through "to New York, without having 
to pay a cent on account of the bike, 

" r>iit there ia one feature of the case 
that does not apjjear to strike many who 
are advocating the adojjtion of this 
measure, and lluit is that, as a matter of 
law, the railroads are not comiiolled to 
carry a eiiigle iiouiid of baggage free for 
any liody, it being only a (■oiicession 
which lias been made to the public. 
The proiiiotera of the law and the rail- 
road authorities had several conferences, 
and at one time it was expected that an 
agreement would have been arrived at, 
as the officials seemed to admit that un- 
der certain restrictions the matter of 
free carriage of the now ever-present 
bike was only a fair concession. How- 
ever the bill was only thrown out by the 
Senate on the distinct understanding 
that if a satisfactory arrangement was 
not reached between the two parties be- 
fore nest seaaion a bill would bo intro- 
duced and passed to make "dead-head- 
ing " of the bicycles a matter of law. 

•' 1 cannot tell you anything about the 
Druminond railway investigation," con- 
tinued the Senator in answer to a (|ue8- 
tioii, "as the whole matter is now in 
abeyance until the next session of the 
Senate. A committee of seventeen was 
appointed and I waa named as one of 
the members. There are six Liberals 
and eleven Conservatives and we met 
and elected a chairman. We had about 
completed arrangements for tlie calling 
of witnesses and were ready to go right 
ahead when in view of the fact that tbe 
government had made many conces- 
sions as to the expenditure of the funds 
placed in their hands for the purchase 
of rolling stock, etc., for the Inter- 
colonial, Sir Mackenzie Bowell waa 
willing to adjourn the investigation un- 
til next year particularly aa the sittings 
of the committee would have neces- 
sitated the Senate remaining in session. 
I do not believe that tliere is a scintilla 
of trutli in the charge of boodling as 
applied to this scheme, _but as to 
whether the government have or have 
not made a good bargain I am not in a 
position to judge at present. 

" As to the Crow's Nest railway and 
other railway matters afTecting British 
Columbia, I can only say that I havo al- 
ways advocated the building of the 
line from Lethbridge clean through to 
tbe Coast. But, last February, when 
Dr. Milne and myself waited on the gov- 
ernment for the purpose of having the 
Doctor lay before them the claims of the 
Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern, he had 
not been talking ten minutes when I saw 
that it was utterly uselesa to expect a 
subsidy for a line to the Coast. I then, 
as 1 always havo, advocated the nation- 
alization of all the railways and tele- 
graphs, as well aa the canals in the Do- 
minion, and, I tell you. for about two 
months it was sun ply the swinging of 
the pendulum as far as the government 
was concerned as to whether or not they 
should build thelineas a governmentroad. 
But owing to the concessions which the 
0- P. R. people were prepared to make 
in freight rates, if the contract waa 
awarded them, the matter was finally 
disposed of as you know, 

" Aa to the unfortunate ending to the 
extciijiuri of the lino beyond the Colum- 
bia, 1 know very little, but I am tolil 
lhat it waa the aim of the V, V, <fc 
Railway pf O|)le to amalgamate with the 
Heinze Hyiidicato and, if possible, get 
the controlling interest." 

Before expressing any opinion as to 
the advantages likely to accrue to the 
Coast cities by the building of the line 
tu Penticton, the Senator thought that 
the iiKittci' required some consideration, 
aa by that luute tbe distances into the 
mining regions of the Kootonays would 
not be much, if any, shorter than by ex- 
isting avenues of communication.

Vem>tiioim of Ainerleun Snalccs. 

Till! i xiioriiueiitK witli simke vonom 
niitJo by Dr. C.Tlinctto of Paris have dem- 
onstrated? that. stbe" venom of the West 
Indian fer' lafico places that reptile nt 
tho head of tho list of North aiul South 
Anievicau dcatUy snakes. Thi.s reptile 
thrives iu tho greatest uumbers on tho 
island of Martinique, wbero it attains a 
lonKtli of eight feet and i.s much dreaded' 
hy tho many pcr.sou.s exposed to it.s fangs 
on tho sugar pliintatioii.s. 

Tliis serpent is scieiitificnlly known 
nndor thu nitlipr Ktnrtling nunio of 
CraspcdocepIiiiluH laiict'olatu.'i. It be- 
longs to the viperiue group which com- 
prises tho North American rattlesnake, 
mocciisin and copporlioad. "In fact, tlie 
I'opperlu'ad is an exact counterpart of 
its West Indian relative in every partic- 
ular e.\coptiug color. Tho snakes of this 
group possess long, erectile poison fangs, 
wh it'll wlieu not in uso arc pressed 
iigaiii.sfc tho roof of tho mouth, but when 
tli(^ nidiith i.s opened to bito tho fangs 
spviiig.s forward ready for action. The.sc 
fang.s are reiilly hollow teeth opening 
ill a small Iioio at tlio tip and each con- 
necting with a gland behind tho eye 
coutaiuing a deadly fluid. Natnre has 
given tho fer do lance this fluid to kill 
its prey, and for its poison man as 
yet has fnnud no infallible antidote. 

Tho fer do lance, oruiapcpire balsayn, 
lis it is culled by tho Creoles, frequent!- 
tlio damp tropical forest.s of the islands 
of St. Lueiii, Martinique and Trinidad, 
foi'diiig upon birds, frogs anil r;its. It 
goes to Die Ktigar ^ilautatious to obtain 
rais, mid thus is, in ono way at least, 
of .'•■onie benefit to tho sugar planter. 

When iilarwed, this creature throws 
its body into a coil, and inflating itself 
with air glares nt tho object of its auger. 
At this lime it vibrates its tail rapidly, 
as do most of tho venquious suakos of 
this grouj), a habit probably duo to its 
close relation to the rattlesnake. If still 
fnrtlicr annoyed, it draws back tho head 
and Ktrik(;s with widely distended jaws, 
and the faiig.'^, standing upright on tlie 
upper jaw, stab its tormentor if tho 
blow is trnoj, at tbp samo time inoculat- 
ing fliQ victim with their venom. This 
operation is performed in the fraction ol 
a .seeniid, too quickly for tho eyo to fol- 
Jow it, and tho victim into whoso body 
tho fluid has been injet;tcd staggers 
blindly forward nnd falls ga.sping to I lie 
ground, overcome by an inability to 
breathe, iis tho vonom acts upon a set of 
norves controlling the musoles of respir.i- 
tioii. Ill tho eotir.^e of a few moments ail 
life has left his body, tho system being 
permeated by the venom. 

Not long ago the mongoose was 
lirought from India to exterminate tlic 
fer do kinre. Tlio mongoose resembles 
in hliiipt! ;ind size a ferret and was said 
to prey large!}- upon snakes. .But the 
mongoose, iinding itself in a strange 
country and not; wishing to wandci 
from tlie liaiids of those who had treated 
it .so teiiilcrly during its liip, couliued 
its attiifks upon tlie chipkcn yards of the 
towns, and tho mapepire still nilcs the 
iuti.'rior of tho islands. Tho mongoose 
Lecaiiio inerejy another pest .of tho is- 
Itiiiders, vrho mxxBt eudnre, besides the 
jiicsenco of roaches three inches long, 
gigantic spiders, scorpions aud ccuti- 
pcd.s, not lo mention the sjiialler cren- 
tures which swarm in tropical regions. 
History rccorda this occurrence in Mar- 
tinique i 

A wealthy resident near tho coast, be- 
ing visited by some foreign guests, de- 
cided t(i give a banquet in thtur lienor. 
His spatiicits grounds were illuminated 
for the occasion with many fancy lan- 
terns. The guests as.sembled for tho oc- 
casion, nnd soon their conversation and 
liiuglitfr, mingling with the music of n 
string ori'lii'sira, elutiigod tlie silent 
grounds into ;i scene of I'esrivitj'. But 
among the branches of the trees and in 
the thick foliage of the palms other 
guests were surveying the scene with 
menacing i yrs. These gue.=ts were not 
clad ill bniadeltitli or fine silks, but in 
coats of velvety green scali'S, and their 
catlike eyes watched every movement of 
the nieny iiarly. 

When tlu> musieians announced the 
beginning uf tlie baiuiuet, the men and 
wciiiieu went indoors, and llio uninvited 
guests took sole jiossi'ssion of tho gar- 
(Icus. They wore soon gliding slowly 
up and down the leafy paths imd coil- 
ing their scaly bodies upon the rustio 
beuehofi. When tho men and women ro- 
tiiriicd f m- n stroll in the cool night air, 
they louiid on all sides the dreaded fer 
do lance, and before sufliciout warning 
coTild be given 17 bad been stabbed with 
the fnugs of these dreaded creatures. — 
R. L. Dituiars in New York Sun.

Last year Professor Jordan, the U.S. 
sealing commisBioner, experimented with 
branding about 100 of the mother seals, 
an-.l then augpested that plan as the solu- 
tion of the whole problem. This year, 
as he stated in the interview published 
in the Colonist yesterday the commls- 
sioner goes North prepared to give full 
force to his plan. The branding will not 
be done by the old-fashioned branding 
iron, but by the most advanced methods 
by an invention contrived for the pur- 
pose. The San Francisco Examiner re- 
fers to this invention aud its work as 
follows : 

" Mr. E, E. Farmer, instruetor in elec- 
trical engineering in Stanford university, 
is the inventor of the apparatits. The 
idea was suggested to him by the presi- 
dent of Stanford, and after repeated ex- 
periments ho hna perfec:ted a machine 
that will make tlio branding of seals a 
simple Ihmg and bids fair to revolution- 
ino the metlioil in vogue on the great 
cattle and horse ranches, for a number 
of prominent cattlemen have already 
written to the inventor regarding its use 
on their ranches. 

" liast summer while the fur seal com- 
mission was on the Islandsand it tiecame 
evident that the solution of the whole 
question lay la putting an end to the 
uestruction at sea of the females that 
must go out to feed upon the salmon, it 
occurred to Dr. Jordan that in the event 
of England's relusine: to enter into treaty 
regulations that would atop pelagic seal- 
ing, the United States might take things 
into its own hands by branding the 
females in such a way as lo render their 
skins worthless. The herds admittedly 
belong to Uncle Sam, nnd no one can 
object to his branding tiiem.

Dr. Jordan argued, will not long be 
fitted out in San Fraiiciaco and Victoria 
for pelagic sealing if it is found that the 
furs secured have been ruined commer- 
cially by Uncle Sam'a branding iron. 
The experiment was tried upon a num- 
ber of female pups with an ordinary 
iron. This procesB is a cruel one, as all 
c.ittlemen know, even when the tiirface 
ta be eeared is small, as in the case of 
branding cattle and liorBCB. But for the 
expedient to bo eil'octive in ttie case of 
the seals, long strips of tho back of the 
animal, where tho valuable fur is, must 
be marked with the iron if the value of 
the skin is to be utterly destroyed. As 
the unwillingness of England to change 
tlie status quo became more apparent, 
tho cherished branding scheme of Dr. 
.Tordan became more and mpife a neces- 
sity, and he began seeking ;fofr a more 
humane method than that oMthe use of 
an ordinary iron . • " 

" The idea of an electric cautery occur- 
red to him and he Buggested it'to Mr. 
Farmer. The latter began experiment- 
ing and the result is an apparatus that 
will ahave the furofl'an animal's back 
as neatly as a razior, ecaring at the same 
time the surface skin and killing the 
hair cells, all with very alight pain to 
the animal. Cats experimented upon 
have made no outcry, though a pinch ol 
the tail would cauee them to yowl from 
pain. 

•' Tlie electric cautery invented by Mr. 
Farmer is a very simple little instru- 
ment about a foot in length. It consists 
mainly of copper plates aud levers and 
platinum wires built upon a body of non- 
conducting fiber. Between the ends of 
two extended aims is stretched a platin- 
um wire about two and a half inches 
long. The current of electricity passes 
through this wire, heating it to incaii- 
ileseence, and it is tho wire that does 
the branding. The ingenuity of the in- 
strument lies largely in the means em- 
ployed to make a practical branding in- 
atniment of it. A current that would 
heat the wire to -white heat in the air 
will not keep it hot enough when appli- 
ed to the back of the seal, and a current 
creatiim enough heat to do tho branding 
will fuse the wire when it is not being 
cooled by the fur and skin of the animal. 
To surmount thia ditlieulty a resistance 
coil is used. That is, a coil of platinum 
wiro is in the circuit, ofiering resistance 
that subtracts from the force of the elec- 
tric current. The straight wiieatthe end' 
ia in consequence heated only to white 
heat and is ready for the branding. The 
instant it touches the backot the animal 
the leeit^lance coil is thrown out of the 
circuit liy means of a lever and the 
straight w ire (lots tho lull force of the 
current, which keeps it at the projier 
heal while it is being drawn along the 
hack of the seal, J ust as it is removed 
the resistance coil is thrown into the 
circuit again and fuHion of the brandinj; 
wire is prevented. The intensity of the 
heat of tho wiro at incandescence kills 
the hair cells without burning into the 
llesh as hot iron must. 

" The cautery devised, the inventor 
turned his attention to Becuring a suit- 
able dynamo and motive power for it. 
Portability was on essential quality for 
these. A diminutive dynamo hntl to be 
constructed for the purpose, and this, as 
well as tho cautery, was built at the 
shops at 152 Main street. It weighs. but 
80 pounds anil gives 70 amperes at three 
volte. The motive ])<iwer is (uriiislied by 
a very small gas eii);i!u>, tho fuel for 
which costs but 16 cents per day. 

" Rigged up for operation, tho machine 
consists of the stationary engine and dy- 
namo, the connecting wires and the cau- 
tery, which the operator applies much 
as u horse-clipping machine ia used. 

" Mr. taeorgo A. Clark, Dr. Jordan's 
secretary, who accompanied the seal 
commission last year, la on the islands 
now, conducting investigationB. Under 
his direction corrals are being builr, into 
which tho pups will be driven. The four 
students who accompany the party ^^'ill 
ao|iarate the female pups from the males 
and hold them while they are beini; 
marked with a long strip down the back. 
It is estimated that from six to ten can 
bo branded per minute, and tho machine 
will be operated sixteen hours per dnv. 
At this rate, from 5,000 to 0,000 will be 
branded each day, and in the course of a 
fortnight the entire number of female 
pupa, estimated at 75,000, will have been 
mprked in such a manner that in the 
following years the catch of pelagic aoal- 
ors will be valuelessi In those . days the

females will not bo such beautiful crea- 
tures as theMotka of Dr. Jordan's tales, 
but the decks of pelagic sealers will not 
be smeared with their milk and blood 
and their young left to starve on the 
beaches." ■'■

THE "TEES" IN PORT. 



Sealskins oiid Ore Sliipnieuls the 
Freight of the Returning- West 
Coast Steamers. 



A Fleet of Five Ships Now Loading 
at Glieniainns and Others 
Coniing. 



All but two of the sealing fleet looking 
for Indian crews along the West Coast 
have sailed en route to Ounalaska, ac- 
cording to news brought by the C.P.N, 
steamer Tees yesterday morning. There 
they will rendezvous until the opening 
of the Sea on the Urst of August. The 
two exceptions are the Beatrice and the 
Fawn, and it is probably that by this 
time these two have got their crews and 
started northward. Ths presence of the 
Quadra on the Coast, it is said, saved an 
endless amount of trouble in the secur- 
ing of crows, and assisted iu cetting the 
schooners away early. So far as known 
if^ a skin is being paid all round to In- 
dians, a smaller wage than has ever 
been given heretofore. On the 
Coast the weather has been rough 
and in consequence few seal or salmon 
have been caught, a shipment of 100 
skins brought down by the Tees really 
representing what has been killed of the 
little fur bearing animal along the coast 
during recent weeks, in the matter of 
ore, however, the Tees' freight indicated 
increased proopeiity, tiiere being one 
consignment of twenty-three sacks from 
the Alberni Consolidated, and any num 
ber of sample taken from ledges all 
along the coast. The ore from the for- 
mer mine is free milling and was taken 
from the outcrops 9 and 10, about ;iOO 
feet north of the original shaft, showing 
the continuation of the ledge. The Tees 
had been as far as Cape Scott, 
and reports the colonists there as 
faring well. She brought back as

AN OLD SOLDIER'S SUICIDE. 

One of the Crimean Heroes Who Gave Up 
in Face ot til Heaitb. 

EvKHETT, Wash.. July 0. — Alexander 
Fraser ended his life with a revolver in 
hie cottage near the electric car house 
last night. A neighbor called at the door 
this morning and found him sitting in 
an easy chair, with bis , clothes and hat 
on, and clntching a revolver, which was 
recognized as his own. He had ])laced 
the weapon close to the middle of his 
forehead and pulled the trigger. Mr. 
Fraser had been iu ill liealtli for a long 
time. lliB wife has been viKiting with 
her married daughter in Helena. A 
married diiii«liter lives in Spokane, and 
aiiolhur in >\elBon, B.C. He has a son 
wlin is eimiiieer of the waterworks at 
Sj)ri)<ziie, in this state. 

Mr. Il" laser was a native of BanH'shire, 
Scotland, As a member of the Ninety- 
eoventli Highlanders ho served through 
the Crimean war under the famous Oen. 
Colin Campbell, and was with the gal- 
lant band who went up the heights of 
.\lraa, for which he received the Crimean 
medal. He was wounded at the siege of 
Sebastopol. Ho removed to the United 
States, wliero he has lived for more than 
twenty years, having been engaged as a 
railroad contractor in St. Paul, and later 
in Montana. He had several contracts 
in 'I acoma, and in Flx erett, where he has 
latterly followed tlio occupation of a 
landscape gardener. Mr. Fraser was 78 
years ot age, but a man of remarkable 
vigor.
